Specification 

1 . Objections to the specification are hereby withdrawn in view of the substitute 
specification filed on 04-01-03. 

Drawings 

2. The corrected drawings were received and approved on 04-01-03. This drawing is Fig. 
5. 

3. Figures 1-3 should be designated by a legend such as —Prior Art— because only that 
which is old is illustrated.

Claim Rejections - 35 VSC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as containing subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. In newly introduced claim 9, the following limitation: " a 
plurality of signal processing circuits integrated on substrate, each individual signal processing 
circuit associated with a first address conductor of a first group and last address conductor of a 
second group are adjacent on substrate" was not presented in the detailed description of the 
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presently preferred embodiment or drawings. Only place in specification, where Applicant 
addressing different groups is on Page 4, Lines 22-29, mentioned only existing problem, without 
explaining how it will work with different group or timing diagrams. Figs. 4 and 5 show how 
invention is working within one group. Nowhere is drawing showing how different logical 
blocks will with different groups. In summary of the invention in substitute specification on Page 

4, Lines 18-21, Applicant stated that the variation in output voltage provided by the first and last 
converters to their respective bus lines, associated with the first and last column conductors, will 
likely be greatest due to them being the furthest apart on the substrate within the same group 
addressed at the same time, which does not support the claim limitation discussed above. With 
above mentioned limitation the variation in output voltage will take place. This new limitation 
also is contradicting the arrangement shown in Fig. 4, the first and last converter blocks 1 and 9 
are arranged physically immediately adjacent one another and so on within the same group (See 
Page 12, Lines 2-9). The variation in output voltage within the same group will be noticeable 
because switching for the same group will happened at the same time different from the different 
groups switching at different time. 

Response to Amendment 

5. Applicant's arguments filed on 04-01-03 with respect to claims 9-12 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
